Upon the aforegoing Queftion being determined in the Affirmative, and
on due Confideration of the feveral Matters contained in his Excellency’s
Meflage Yefternight, communicated to Mr. Speaker, the following are en~
tered in the Journal, as the Refolves of the Lower Houfe of Affembly, viz.

Refolved, That the Letter from the Earl of Holdernefle, to his Excellency
the Governor, be printed among the Proceedings of this Houlfe.

Refolved, That this Houfe bave, in the Courfe of their Deliberations, on
the Subje& Matter of his Excellency’s Speech, ftrictly conformed to the Di-
re&tions, and Reftritions, contained in the Earl of Holdersefle’s Letter, and
that their Refufal to raife an armed Force in Aid of their neighbouring
Colony, on the prefent Occafion, cannot be looked upon as a Non-compliance
with his Majefty’s moft gracious Orders, but rather as a prudent Cire of, and
Concern for, the Eafe and Welfare of the Country.

Refolved, That the Bill, prepared by this Houfe, intituled, An AF for
bis Majefty’s Service, with the Indorfements thereon, and the Letter from
the Lords Commiffioners of Trade and the Plantations to his Exccllency, be
printed among the Proceedings of this Houfe, to teftify their Regard to the
Recommendation of that honourable Board, and their Defire to co-operate
with the neighbouring Colonies, in cultivating an Alliance and Friendlhip
with the Six Nations of Indsans.

Refitved, That it is the Duty of this Houfe in raifing Supplies, to do
what appears to them to be juft and reafonable and moft conducive to-the
Eafe and Advantage of the People, and that to confult any other Branch of
the Legiflature, how far the fame might, without Hefitation, be concurred
with, would be highly Derogatory of their Rights and Privileges, and 2
munifeft Violation of the Truft repofed in them by their Conftituents,
